PATRONAGE PROBE 
IN GEORGIA ENDED 


Postmistress at Conyers 
Tells Committee of Pay- 
ing Five Per Cent of Her 
Salary. 


After hearing testimony that five | 
per cent of their salary was the cus- | 
tomary payment of postmasters to 
the Georgia G. O. P. central commit- 
tee, and that the amount collected was 
spent for salaries and expenses in 
Georgia, the senate subcommittee ad- 
journed its Atlanta session Wednes- 
day afternoon and left for Washing- 
ton where a conference will be held 
today with the. postmaster general. 
Later the probers are expected to in- 
vestigate patronage charges in Mis- 
sissippi. 

Before leaving Atlanta, Senator 
Smith W. Brookhart, of Iowa, chair- 
man of the subcommittee of the sen- 
ate appointed to investigate charges 
of Georgia senators that federal. of- 
fices in this state were sold to the 
men or women who could pay most 
for them, scored the conduct of the 
state republican committee in levy- 
ing tribute to federal officeholders. 

“I can’t see any excuse for any 
such organization,” he said. 

“I don’t say that we have evidence 
on which to base prosecutions for vio- 
lations of a federal statute, but from 
the testimony we have heard it seems 
to be fairly clear that this crowd has 
collected a lot of money and so far 
as I can see all it has been used for 
has been to pay salaries to committee 
members and incidental expenses. I 
can’t see any use in an organization 


that functions only once every four 
years maintaining so much activity.” 


$1,200 Expenses Monthly. 


The senator referred to testimony 
befcre the committee purporting to 
prove that Ben Davis and his asso- 
eiates collected from federal office 
holders over the state enough money 
to make an expense account of ap- 
proximately $1,200 each month. “Ap- 
parently the republican national com- 
mittee hasn't been getting any of the 
money,” he said.

“hart presided was charged by the sen- 
ate with condacting the investigation 
in Georgia and other southern states 
and reporting back to senate in De- 
cember. The committee, composed of 
Senator srookhart and é “Senator 
Locher, of Ohio, will study the testi- 
mony taken and plan a more compre- 
hensive survey of the patronage situa- 


tion. 

“Tf the facts warrant, of course, we 
will recommend legislation to remedy 
any deplorable condition that may ex- 
“ist.” Brookhart said. 

“It is my opinion that the appoint- 
ment of postmasters should be deter- 
mined entirely by ‘the rating appli- 
cants for the positions obtain in civil

GOWER WILL DIE 
IN ELECTRIC CHAIR 
FRIDAY, THE 13TH 


Milledgeville, Ga., July 11.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Sam Gower, convicted of the 
murder in Gwinnett county of John 
Rennefield and his young son, who 
were slain with an axe near Dacula 
last September, will be electrocuted at 
the state prison farm here Friday, 
it was stated today. 

Gower, who Wednesday lost an ap- 

al for a stay of sentence, will be 
put to death either before or imme- 
diately following the electrocution of 
Preddis Taylor, negro, condemned to 
die for the murder in Atlanta last 
winter of W. H. Cleveland, filling sta- 
tion operator. 

An eleventh hour attempt will be 
made by Gower's attorneys, it was 
said, to obtain executive clemency in 
the way of a respite. A hearing to 
this end will be held before Governog 
Hardman Thursday.

Beyond stating that they intended | 


to carry the case higher, lawyers for 
the convicted financiers made no defi- 
nite disclosures as to their plan of 
action. In the meantime, Solictor 
John A. Boykin will continue, he 
stated, to work on plans for bringing 
Manley to trial in September on sev- 
eral of the numerous other indictments 
which are pending against him. 

Constitutionality of the state bank- 
ing law was attacked by attorneys 
for Manley in the appeal to the su- 
preme court. The court by a vote 
of four to two decided that no con- 
stitutional provision had been violated 
in the case of Manley and also held 
that no reversible error was found in 
the charge given to the jury by Judge 
G. H. Howard, trial judge. 

Manley is at his home on Pace's 
Ferry road and is said to be exceed- 
ingly sick. He has not been in- 
formed of the decision of the supreme 
court, according to statements made 
by his family. It is feared by mem- 
bers of his family that the shock of 
the news of the decision possibly 
might prove fatal to the convicted 
man.

00 REDS JAILED 
FOR PLOT ON KING 


Communists Arrested in 
Spain After Attempt To 
Overthrow Monarchy Is 
Reyealed. 


Bordeaux, France, July 11— 
(United News.)—More than 500 com- 
munists and extremists, charged with 
a gigantic plot to overthrow the Span 
ish government, have been arrested in 
a series of raids which extended over 
a wide area, it was reported here to- 
night from reliable Spanish sources. 
The raids centered in the provinces of 
Catalonia and Galicia. 

According to authoritative reports, 
the government discovered a conspira. 
ey to overthrow the monarchy on 
July 17, when King Alfonso and Pre- 
mier Primo de Rivera are to at- 
tend the opening of the Pyrennes tun- 
nel at Canfranc, a small Spanish 
town. 

Much Interest in Europe. 

An official note released to the press 
tonight appealed to all patriots to 
refuse to respond to invitations to join 
the conspirators. The note caused 
a sensation through the nation and, 
coupled with the arrest of a large num-

| Merger Proposal for 1928 


Presidential Campaign; 
Put Off by Prohibition 
Leaders at Convention. 


BOTH DEMOCRATS 
AND G. 0. P. SCORED 


Liquor Foes Attack Plat- 
forms Adopted at Kan- 
sas City and Houston; 
Nullification Is Charged 


Chicago, July 11.—(United News.) 
Abandoning the proposal to merge 
with the farmer-laborijtes, the prohibi- 
tion party in convention here today 
took up the committee draft of its 
platform which beckons to all friends 
of prohibition to join under its party 
banner to fight for the dry cause. 

The coalition proposal was definite- 
ly set aside tonight when the farmer- 
laborites in convention assembled de- 
cided that no further progress could 
be made to bring the two parties to- 
gether in the November election, and 
that no further overtures would be 
made. The prohibitionists earlier. in 
the day had tabled the joint commit- 
tee recommendation favoring’ the 
merger. 

The “dry” plank, urging strict en- 
forcement of the prohibition laws, 
criticized both the democratic and re- 
publican parties, “who for many years 
have nullified the eighteenth amend- 
ment.” 

The agricultural plank, urging strong 
governmental measures for farm relief, 
states that the “McNary-Haugen bill 
would have equalized, in a measure, 
the disparity existing between or- 
ganized capital and labor on the one 


hand and unorganized agriculture on 
the other. 

The convention was expected to 
adopt the platform substantially as 
drafted by the committee on resolu- 
tions and platform draft, according to 
Will D. Martin, Hasbrouck Heights, 
N. J., committee chairman. 

Discussing the status of prohibition 
in the United States, the platform 
states that “an amendment and a law 
were obtained but these were commit- 


“| ted for enforcement to political parties 


divided and hostile.” 

“The remedy,” this clause continued. 
“is for the friends of prohibition to 
combine into one political party which 
they alone will form, constitute and 
control, to champion this issue just as 
every other political issue has been 
championed, by a political party com- 
mitted to it.’ 

On the question of taxation the plat- 
form places the party on record in 
favoring taxation as indispensable to 
the support of the government but 
‘Sustifiable only to the extent that it 
is under ‘economical administration of

was indorsed. Another clause urged 
adoption of uniform marriage and di- 
vorce laws. 

Factional differences within the con- 
vention was blamed today for the fail- 
ure of the delegates to act favorably 
on their committee’s recommendation 
to form a coalition of the prohibition

AUB IS CHOSEN 
TQLEADCAMPAGH 
F OR DEMOCRATS 


Business Leader, Close 
Friend of Smith’s, Suz- 
ceeds Shaver as National 
Committee Chairman. 


New York, July 11.—(/)—A leader 
in the business and industrial world— 
John J. Raskob, of General Motors 
corporation, and FE. I. Dupont 
De Nemours—will direct Governor 
Smith’s campaign for the presidency. 

Raskob, who never has been active 
politically and who is listed in “Who's 
Who” as a republican, was named to 
succeed Clem Shaver as chairman of 
the democratic national committee, at 
n harmonious organization meeting of 
the committee here today. He is ‘a 
close friend of the presidenfial nomi- 
nee, who suggested his selection. 

Born in New York state at Lock- 
port, the new chairman calls Clay- 
mont, Del., his home. He also has a 
summer residence at Centreville, Md., 
where Governor Smith went last Sat- 
urday to attend the funeral of one of 
his sons, killed in an automobile ac- 
cident. 

Lehman Handles Finances. 

Given wide powers by the national 
committee in the conduct of the cam- 
paign, Mr. Raskob immediately ap- 
pointed Herbert Lehman, New York 
investment banker, as director of fi- 
nance, succeeding Jesse H. Jones, of 
Houston. He also was authorized to 
name an advisory committee and with- 


out delay announced the selection of 
Senator Gerry, of Rhode Island, as 
its chairman. 

Raskob, small of, stature and mild- 
mannered, was a “dark horse™ for the 
committee chairmanship. Until today 
Senator Gerry and a few otfers, had 
figured mainly in speculation. His Ap- 
pointment was proposed by Josiah 
Marvel, of Delaware, at the meeting, 
which lasted only 45 minutes. 

The new chairman's first act was 
to deliver a brief speech in which he 
warned the democrats against mud- 
slinging in the coming campaign: de- 
clared that the party never had en- 
jovyed such prospects of success at the 
polls, and asserted that Smith, if 
elected, could be depended upon to 
show constructive leadership in the di- 
rection of the nation’s affairs. 

Raskob Makes’ Speech. 

He also described the nominee as a 
friend of the farmer, and referred to 
the prohibition question without 
mincing words. f, as a result of 
careful study,” Raskob said, “he can 
evolve a plan for the regulation and 
controbof the liquor question in a way 
that will absolutely prevent the return 
of the saloon, eliminate bootlegging, 
with its accompanying evils—graft, 
corruption and murder—and _ restore 
temperate life in our country, then all 
fair-minded men must admit his rights 
if not his duty as president, to pro- 
mulgate such a plan, and to advocate 
such changes in our laws and constitu- 
tion as may be necessary for its adop- 
tion.’

Those held were: Miss Annette 
Allison, 20, whose parents were re- 
ported wealthy residents of Akron, 
Ohio; Harry Savettierre, 28, a friend 
of the Allison girl; John Tutone, 27, 
and two other men arrested last night. 
All denied knowledge of the murders. 


AUTHORITIES 
DEMAND “CLEAN UP.” 

New York, July 11.—(/)—Recent 
gang murdegs in New York streets 
have brought demands from two 
sources for action by the city admin- 
istration to break up the gang war- 
fare. 

Distric€é Attorney McGeehan, of the 
Bronx, called upon the police to drive 
the gangsters out of his borough, 
promising the full cooperation of his 
office and a phedge from the Bronx 
county grand jury to back up the po- 
lice in an offensive against the gangs. 

W. J. L. Baham, president of the 
New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, wrote to Mayor Walker 
protesting against the failure of the 
police fo prevent gangsters from using 
the public streets as battlegrounds. 

Cites Chicago Dilemma. 

“Will it be necessary for the 
zens of New York to organize 
raise a huge sum of money, as 
done in Chicago, to restore law 
order?” Mr. Baham asked. 

Meanwhile, the police apparently 
had made no progress in their ef- 
forts to solve the murder of Frankie 
Uale, Brooklyn gang leader, or Ben- 
jamin Kanowitz, liquor racketeer of 
Manhattan, who was killed by a bomb 
attached to the starter of his auto- 
mobile. 

Giuseppe Periani, called the “Clutch- 
ing Hand” because his Jeft 1and is 
twisted as the result of a_ knife 
wound, was released after police had 
failed to secure any information from 
him as to the identity of Uale’s 
slayers. 

Gangster Will Not Talk. 

Periani, an associate of the slain 
leader, is believed by police to know 
who killed Uale and why, but like 
other of the gangster’s lieutenants 
prefers to seek revenge in his own 
way without recourse to the law. The 
police were forced to release the 
“Clutching Hand” when the burglary 
charge on which he had been held 
while they questioned him was dis- 
missed for lack of evidence.

Swearinger said Waller and two 
others had lured a bank employe to a 
lonely spot by offering some real es- 
tate for sale, killed him when he re- 
fused to surrender the bank keys and 
then got $5,000 from the bank, using 
the keys taken from his body. 


WANTED ON CHARGE 
OF KILLING CASHIER. 


Kingsland, Ga., July 11.—(/)— 
Ernest J. Waller, captured by Balti- 
more police today, is wanted here to 
answer charges of murder in connec- 
tion with the slaying of C. A. Perry, 
cashier of the Bank of Kingsland, and 
the robbery of the institution in Feb- 
ruary. 

Waller, was one of four persons in- 
dicted for the slaying and robbery. 
and the only one of the quartet to es- 
cape. The others, Homer Simpson, 
Malcolm Morrow, and Mrs. Mamie 
Lee Todd, were apprehended in Jack- 
sonville, Ffa., a few days after the 
crime and have already been tried. 
Morrow. and Simpson were sentenced 
to death when tried for murdér ard 
Mrs. Todd was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary as an accessory. 

During his trial, Morrow took the 
stand and admitted participation in 
the slaying and rdbbery and said he 
was ready to “take his medicine.” 
Mrs. Todd was tried twice, the first 
time, the. jury was unable to reath a 
verdict. 

Perry was lured from the bank by 
the three men on a pretense of buy- 
ing a piece of real estate from him. 
When Perry drove to the property 
with the men, he was confronted with 
pistols and told to give over the keys 
to the bank and the vault. He re- 
fused and started to run and was shot 
down, suffering mortal wounds. He 
was then placed in a car by the trio, 
taken back to the bank and forced to 
open the vaults. After rifling the 
bank, the men placed Perry in a car 
and drove toward Jacksonville, near 
where the trio wrecked the car and 
were picked up in a waiting machine 
while Perry was abandoned in some

Issues Statement Defin- 
ing His Position in Dem- 
ocratic Politics. 


This is no time for democrats of 
Georgia to “trim or evade” in the mat- 
ter of supporting the nominees of the 
national ticket, according to A. 8S. 
Chamlee, candidate for governor, in a 
statement issued Wednesday night in 
which he declares emphatically that 
he will support without qualifications 
the nominees of the Houston conven- 
tion. 

“T am a democrat, have always 
voted a straight democratic ticket, 
shall do so this year, if I live and ex- 
pect to do so until the end,” he said. 

Mr. Chamlee is the first candidate 
for governor to make a definite state- 
ment of his position on this question. 

His statement is as follows: 

“IT am a democrat, have always 
voted a, straight democratic ticket, 
state and national; shall do so this 
year, if I live, and expect to do so 
until the end. 

“The fundamental principles of the 


democratic party are inherent, sacred 
and traditional. 

“The white people of the south turn- 
ed to the democratic party in the dark 
days of carpet-baggery and negro dom- 
ination, following the war between the 
states, and had their state governments 
restored to them through our party. 

“Tt. has always stood for state 
rights, local self-government and for 
the best interests of the masses.

ON GRADY SCHOOL 


URGED BY WARREN 


Commissioner Favors De- 
mand for Damages; 
Building Not Dangerous, 
Says Bowen. 


Announcement that a survey of the 
Henry W. Grady High School for 
Boys has shown ‘that the building is 
not in a dangerous condition for oc- 
cupancy when the schools open, and 
the statement by Commissioner Rey 
D. Warren that he would lead a move- 
ment to obtain damages from “the 
parties responsible for the  faultily 
constructed building” were the chief 
developments of Wednesday following 
the action of the board of education 
Tuesday asking C. J. Bowen, build- 
ing inspector, to inspect the school. 

Mr. Bowen, accompanied by Mr. 
Warren, who is chairman of the 
buildings and grounds committee of 
the board, made the inspection Wed- 
nesday which resulted in the = an- 
nouncement by the inspector that the 
building is resting on a firm founda- 
tion and is sound but that there are 
a number of defects that should be 
corrected and that this work would 
require approximately $10,000, 

Defects Are Changed. 

“The building is one of the most 
faultily constructed I ever saw,” Mr. 
Warren declared, “and if the board 
of education will support me, I will 
seek the aid of City Attorney James 
L. Mayson in an effort to indemnify 
the city for money it has spent and 
for which it failed to get full value.” 

Although Mr. Bowen failed to find 
any immediate danger, he recommend- 
ed among other things establishment 
of a new grade on the outer walls te 
pregent the influx of storm water 
which might eventually undermine the 
foundation ; reconstruction of cer-

Hope for Malmgren Party 
of Three Had Been 


Abandoned When Sight- 
ed From Air. 


Rome. July 11.—(#)—tThe soviet 
aviator Chukhnivsky was stranded on 
the ice, north of Spitzbergen, after 
locating three men thought to be sur- 
vivors of the Italia, says the official 
communique covering the Nobile res- 
cue operations. 

The Russian ice breaker, Krassin, 
informed the Citta di Milano that the 
soviet aviator, after locating the men, 


ran into a fog bank. 

He was unable to find the Kras- 
sin and turned toward the coast of 
Northeast Land, landing near Cape 
Platen and damaging his plane. 

The five persons aboard the plane 
reached the coast. They have a long 
range radio station and feod for 15 
days. 

Radio communication between five 
survivors of the Italia stranded near 
Foyn island and the Citta di Milano 
was reestablished today. There had 
been no communication with them 
since July 6 


SHIP SLOWLY 
CUTS THROUGH ICE. 

Aboard Russian Ice Breaker Kras- 
sin, in Arctic, July 11.—(4)—The 
Krassin tonight was making four 
miles an hour through a broken ice 
field in a desperate effort to save Dr. 
Finn Malmgren and his two com- 
panions who were discovered on the 
ice today after being missing 42 days. 

It was hoped that if the difficul- 
ties met with did not increase the 
men could be rescued sometime dur- 
ing the night or at least not later 
than noon tomorrow. 

Hope that the party, which con- 
sisted of Dr. Malmgren, Capt. Alberto 
Mariano, pilot of the Italia, and Capt.

He cir- 
cled about them and two of them, 
moving, revealed themselves to be men.

He was unsuc-* 
cessful and was forced to return to the 
ee without any attempt at res- 


"The fact that the third man lay 
motionless on the ice suggested the 
possibility that he was seriously ill if 
not dead. 

Chukhnovsky again flew over the 
men this afternoon in the hope that 
he might be able to land or at least 
drop them provisions but conditions 
were not propitious.

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY, 


TAKE UP THE STUDY OF MAN. 


Before the world war devastated 
Europe it was a fine thing for the 
medical student to spend a season in 
the great medical clinics and schools 
of the old world before settling down 
to practice. Aside from the adver- 
tising value of such a tour for the 
young doctor, there was much of real 
educational value to be had abroad 
and not then available in America. 
Today no medical student or physician 


need go to Europe to complete his | 
training, because American medical | 
education is equal to anything a man | 
can get abroad, and indeed the trend | 


now is in the opposite. direction— 
European students and doctors come to 
America to get the embellishment 
Americans formerly sought over there. 
While Europe has suffered from the 
war America has been singularly for- 
tunate. Medical education in this 
country has had no setbacks. 

I am not familiar with other fields 
of technical or prefessional education, 
but it seems to me as a layman that 
America has not advanced so rapidly 
in elementary and high school educa- 
tion. Our educators still look to 
Europe for guidance and example. 
Especially is this true of physical 
education. In this field we have a 
lot to learn from Danish, Swedish and 
German educators in particular. The 
leaders in this branch of education in 
America have their eyes on Europe 
and they flock to Europe at every 
opportunity for newer knowledge and 
more successful methods. 
standing our unadmirable habit of 
boasting about the superiority of every- 
thing American and our sometimes 
crude conceptions of “patriotism,” the 
truth is that physical education in our 
elementary and high schools is still on 
a primitive basis and indeed is often 
administered by untrained or poorly 
trained executives whose quaint meth- 
ods cost the taxpayers as much as 
properly qualified supervisors and in- 
structors would. 


The great obstacle to the progress of | 


education in this and related fields in 
America is the ignorance of the pres- 
ent regime of educators. Their school- 
ing ineluded no physieal education 
at all, or at most merely sketchy 
dabs at it. They never studied human 
anatomy. If they received any instruc- 
tion in human physiology it was not 
very serious, just a vague course in 
something labelled “‘health,’ “hygiene” 
or whatnot—of course these subjects 
have little to do with human pbhysi- 
ology or with human anatomy. In 
short, our present regime of educators 
got that way without troubling them- 
selves much about physical education, 
and consequently they cannot compre- 
hend why such education should be 
given more consideration in the ele- 
mentary and high schools than it 
has had im the past. This, I think, 
explains why even the léaders in this 
field are luke warm in their attitude 
toward this reform. 

An arithmetic teacher who would 
teach that six times five make thirty- 
five would not hold a job in the 
schools, but v.e employ many teachers 
who teach equally silly drivel under 
the heading of physic“ogy, health, hy- 
giene or “that body of yours” or some 
similar Mother Goose title. These un- 
trained teachers are not to blame. 
They do the best they can. It is the 
executives higher up who are to blame. 

To all youthful graduates from 
school I would say now is the time 
for you to take up the study of man,

Chicago, July 11.—(#)—Lowest 
prices yet this season for September 
and December wheat resulted largely 
today.from bearish aspects of the 
United States government crop re- 
port. On the other hand, official fig- 


ures on corn failed apparently to con- 
vince the trade that the corn crop 
outlook is so bullish as the Washing- 
ton report would indicate. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
heavy, 21-2c to 3s net lower, corn 
1-2c to 11-4c up, oats’ unchanged to 
5-Re advance and provisions at a rise 
of 2c to Ue. : 

Not only did wheat prices fall to- 
day to new low levels for the season, 
but December rye and oats duplicated 
the performance. 

Reports on Rust. 

In addition to the fact that the 
government report indicated that the 
1928 domestic production of wheat 
would be somewhat larger than has in 
general been looked for, advices were 
current that existing conditions ap- 
peared to be against development of 
black rust. Besides the Canadian 
government crop report on wheat was 
construed as bearish. 

Increase of pressure from hedge 
selling in connection with the wheat 
harvest southwest counted as a fur- 
ther weight on the market and led 
to general liquidation on the part of 
holders of future deliveries. Mean- 
while, there was notable absence of 
support for the buying side of the 
market.

Intimations that Russia is to pur- 
chase again on a large scale were of 
but little immediate help and the fin- 
ish here was at only a small upturn 
from the day’s bottom prices. 

Corn values failed to hold well to 
early gains which resisted from the 
yovernment crop report that 1928 
corn production would be greatly less 
than the majority of traders had ex- 
pected. Uncertainty was expressed 
because a different par per acre was 
used this year from that which the 
government took as the basis a year 
ago.

Sugar. 


New York, July 11.—Raw sugar was 
easier today under increased offerings, with 
prices down to the lowest levels of the 
year, or 4.21 for spots, duty paid. The 
only sale confirmed was 35,000 bags of 
Cuban, July shipments, although it was be- 
lieved additional quantities both duty free 
and Cuban sugar sold at this level. At the 
close there were further offerings at the 
same price, with buyers showing no interest 
above 4.14. 

New low records for the season were 
established in raw futures, final prices 
showing net declines of 11 points on the 
present July position and 4 to 5 points 
on later deliveries. The market opened un- 
changed to 5 points lower under a renewal 
liquidation and hedge selling, but met 
considerable covering and trade buying and 
before midday showed net gains of 1 to 
® points. This buying was evidently pro- 
moted by the bullish government report 
placing 1928 domesYe beet sugar crop 
at 784.821 long tons, against last year's 
crop of 960,000 long tons. Demand, how- 
ever, Was soon supplied and in the late 
afternoon prices weakened ecain under a 
renewal of heavy general selling, part of 
which was for European account, and final 
prices were at the lowest of the session. 
Trading was more active than for some 
weeks past, total transactions aggregating 
184.650 tons. July closed 2.27: September 
© 34- December 2.46; January 2.44; March 
242: May 2.48; July (1929) 2.55. 

Refined was unchanged at 5.85 to 5.90 
for fine granulated and while a fair with- 
drawal demand was reported no new —" 
ness was in evidence, as the trade was no 
inclined to make fresh commitments in 
face of the weakness in the raw article.

New York, July 11.—(4)—Tighten- 
ing money rates with call money ris- 


ing to 7 per cent and time money 
quoted 57-8 to 6 per cent tended to 
restrict trading on the bond. market 
today ‘and prices generally sagged. 
Four government issues declined to 
new lows for the year in the wave of 
selling which reflected the weakness 
of the stock market on announcement 
of an increase in the Chicago federal 
reserve rediscount rate. 

A few issues advanced against the 
general trend, but the declines far 
offset the gains and the Associated 
Press average for 10 first and sec- 
ond grade rails, public utilities and in- 
dustrials sagged to 97.37, around the 
lowest level of the year. 


Industrials Inactive. 


Industrials were rather inactive and 
affected by the general heaviness. 
Andes Copper 7s. Porto Rico-Ameri- 
can Tobacco 6s, United States Rubber 
os and several others closed a point or 
more lower. 


The rails especially were pressed 
for sale. St. Paul 5s of 2,000, South- 
ern Railway 6s, New York Railways 
6s and others showed declines of a 
point or more. Frisco 41-2s sold off 
to 897-8, only a fraction above the 
year’s low. Despite this downward 
movement, however, a few issues 
showed rather wide gains. Des 
Moines & Fort Dodge 4s advanced 4 
points to 32, almost the year’s high. 
Katy 41-2s and Canadian Pacifie 4s 
also gained. 

Utilities Are Soft. 

Utilities were soft, Public Service 
of New Jersey 4 1-2s, leader of the re- 
cent advance, closing more than 2 
points down. 

The foreign group yielded with the 
rest of the list, although most declines 
were fractional. 

The United States government obli- 
gations which found new minimums 
were Liberty 3 1-2s, first and fourth 
Liberty 4 1-4s and the treasury 3 3-8s. 
Trading in this group was extremely 
light, however, and the declines prob- 
ably represented continued liquidation 
in readjustment of the market to the 
higher money rates.

York, July 11.—(4)—Curb 
market prices declined today under the 
pressure of continued selling influ- 
enced by firmer money rates, calling 


of loans and the generally tighter 
credit situation. A few issues moved 
against the trend, but virtually every 
group was weak. 

Tubize led the decline with a loss 
of 34 points. Losses of 2 to 5 points 
were registered by Bancitaly, Evans 
Auto Loading B, Fox Theater A. Nich- 
ols & Shepard, Warner Brothers Pic- 
tures and others. Mining issues lost 
their early strength, with Newmont 
and Noranda each closing about 3 
points lower. Automotive issues were 


pressed for sale, Sparks Withington 
declining 5 points and Auburn Auto 
and Safe-T-Stat about 2 each. 

Among the few strong spots were 
Crocker-Wheeler Electric, which ad- 
vanced a point to a new top at 80 on 
a small turnover; Spanish & General, 
which touched a new high for the 
third consecutive day this time at 
7 3-4, and Deere & Co., up about 10 
points. 

Utilities and oils were among the 
weakest issues. Vacuum Oil closed 
more than 3 points down, Gulf 2 and 
Standard of Kentucky about 4. Eu- 
reka Pipe Line and Penn Mex Fuel, 
however, were exceptions, gaining 4 
points net.

New York, July 11.—)—Higher 
money rates brought about a sharp 


reaction in todayy stock market. 


Raising of the Chicago federal re- 
discount rate from 41-2 to 5 per cent 
yesterday was followed today by the 
marking up of the call money rate 
from 6 to 7 per cent, coincident with 
the calling of about $20,000,000 in 
bank loans, and the stiffening of time 
money and bankers’ acceptance rates. 

Stocks sold off at the opening and 
continued under pressure all day, de- 
spite sporadic attempts to bring about 
a rally. Final quotations disclosed 
a long list of net declines ranging 
from 1 to 8 points in the standard in- 
dustrial and rail issues, and from 8 1-2 
to 18 points in some of the high- 
priced industrials and specialties. 

Moderate Expansion. 

Trading showed a moderate expan- 
sion in volume, but the day’s sales 
of 2,724,400 shares were well below 
those of the big markets a month 
and more ago. 

While talk of a further increase in 
rediscount rates has been freely pre- 
dicted for several days, hope was held 
out in many quarters that the recent 
reduction in loans and diminution of 
speculative activity would make it un- 
necessary. Apparently, those who look- 
ed for an increase did not expect it 
so soon because the action of the mar- 
ket plainly indicated that many trad- 
ers had been caught unawares. 

With money and credit the chief 
subject of discussion, little attention 
was paid to the day’s trade news, most 
of which was favorable. 

The weekly steel trade reviews re- 
ported that the seasonal decline in 


output was smaller than usual, produc- 


tion last month being the best for any 


June in Ten years. The Gulf States 
Steel company reported earnings of 
$3.77 a share in the first half of the 
year, as against $2.41 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1927. The American 
Petroleum institute reported a small 
decrease in the daily average of crude 
oil output Jast week, as against pri- 
vate estimates of a large increase. 

High prices bore the brunt of 
the selling pressure. Case Threshing 
broke 21 3-4 points to 321 and rallied 
to 328. Midland Steel Products pre- 
ferred broke 18 points to 210 and Du- 
pont 161-2 to 375. 


Radio Is Stubborn. 


Radio offered stubborn resistance 
to selling pressure in the early trad- 
ing but eventually broke 155-8 points 
to 165. General Motors also fought 
unsuccessfully against the tide of sell- 
ing pressure, closing 8 points lower 
at 1901-2 after having touched 190. 
Nearly two-score other issues showed 
net declines of 4 to 10 points, the list 
including Allied Chemical, American 
Can, American International corpa- 
ration, Brunswick Terminal, Colorado 
Fuel, Commercial Solvents, Consoli- 
dated Gas, Curtiss, General Electric, 
Gold Dust, Hudson Motors, Johns 
Manville, Mack Trucks, Montgomery- 
Ward, Sears-Roebuck, Paramount Fa- 
mous and United States Steel common. 


Rails Forced Down. 


Rails 4ielded with the industrials, 
the sharpest losses being recorded by 
Chesapeake & Ohio, Wabash, Dela- 
ware & Hudson and Boston & Maine, 
all off 4 to 5 points, 

Time money was quoted at 57-8 to 
6 per cent, Tectana of 53-4 to 5 7-8. 
A firmer undertone also was appar- 
ent in the commercial paper market. 

Commodities were mixed. Wheat 
dropped 11-2 to 3c a bushel but corn 
rallied about a cent on reduced crop 
estimates. Cotton advanced $1.50 to 
nearly $2 a bale on less favorable 
weather reports.

CAUSE OF DROPS 


New York, July 11.—(?)—Streams 
of selling orders, set in motion by the 
marking up of money rates, swept 
through the securities markets of the 
country today and wiped out more 
than a billion dollars in quoted valves. 

On the New York stock uxchange, 
prices of active stocks toppled $3 to 
$18 a share. Similar losses took place 
on the New York curb market, and on 
the Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia, San 
Francisco and other leading securities 
markets. 

G. M. C. Plunges. 

The market value of General Mo- 
tors alone, which fell $8 a share to 
$19.50, was reduced nearly $140.000,-

This was followed 
by the marking up of cal! money rates 
on the New York stock exchange from 
6 to 7 per cent, and a stiffening in 
the rates on time money, commercial 
paper and bankers’ acceptances. The 
New York federal reserve bank and 
the other 10 central institutions are 
expected to follow the lead of Chicago. 

Wall. street therefore finds itself 
confronted with a drying up of the 
reservoir of credit, which many ob- 
servers contended was the background 
for the big “bull” movement in stock 
prices, now in its fifth year. Wild 
speculation in stocks during the past 
few months has resuited in an enor- 
mous increase in brokers’ borrowings, 
stock exchange member loans creating 
a new high record above $5,000,000,- 
000 on June 1, A temporary flurry 
in money rates brought about a re- 
duction of about $400,000,000 in the 
last three weeks of June, but the New 
York federal reserve statement last 
Thursday showed an increase of near- 
ly $148,000,000 in the previous week.

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Farm Paper Editor Hits 


SAYS THEIR TEARS ARE CROCODILE VARIETY $: 


Cry for Relief by Farmers 


Detroit, July 11.—(/)—William 
Johnson, editor of Farm Life, be- 
lieves that tears of farmers for relief 
are of the crocodile variety, based 
more on a desire or added luxuries 
than for economic necessities. 

Addressing the convention of world 
advertisers here last night, Mr. John- 
son said real economic distress exist- 
ed in cities where there is a marked 
absence of “croaking” for federal aid. 

“Farming may produce no million- 
aires,” he said, “but it has no bread- 
lines, no flop houses, no _ pitiable 
wretches living on charitable nickles 
and dimes. 

“Agriculture has been drearily pic- 
tured a scene of murk and hopeless- 
ness. As a matter of fact the modern 
farm today would be an agriculture 
heaven to grandad. Contrast the bare 
drudgery of 20 years ago with the 
modern sort, lighted and brightened 
by power, machinery, radios, automo- 
biles and other things. 

“Probably the next generation will 
be hard up for the price of airplanes.” 

The discontent of the farmer, John- 
son said, is the ferment of progress 
working in their minds. They simply 
are out for incomes large enough to 
pay for the standard of living they 
have tasted in towns and cities since 
automobiles and hard roads took them 
there, he said.

COTTON REPORI 
EXPANDED BY U.S. 


Washington, July 11.—(4)—The de- 
partment of agriculture announced .to- 
day that it had received a number of 
inquiries for further information on the 
okies of the stand of cotton, which 
was noted in the comments of its 
crop report of July 9 to bave been 
reported 6 per cent below last year. 
The department has replied to these 
inquiries as follows: 

“For the last five years the crop re- 
porting board has obtained from. its 
correspondents on the first of July 
information concerning the stand of 
cotton, the question asked being word- 
ed as follows: 

“What is the per cent of a full 
or perféct stand this season? (Let 
100 per cent equal a perfect stand.) 

“The averages of the returns from 
correspondents to this question are as 
follows: 1924, 80.0; 1925, 83.8; 1926, 
$1.6; 1927, 84.8; 1928, 79.8. An 
identical inquiry was made on August 
1, 1926, and 1927. The averages of 
the returns for August 1 were, 1926, 
83.4; 1927, 83.8. Apparently the 
stand seemed to reporters to have im- 
proved during July, 1926, and to have 
deteriorated during July, 1927. 

“Because of the comparatively short 
period for which this inquiry has been 
made, it is difficult to draw any def- 
inite conclusions as to the effect of 
differences in stand.”
